Everything considered, American-bred horses took their full share of the money won in racing In Eng- 
land iu the months of August and September. The outstanding single feature is Tracery’s splendid runaway 
victory in the Doncaster St. Leger, an achievement that made him out to be the best tliree-year-old In Eng- 
land and a horse worthy to succeed his sire. Ruck l^nd. as iireinier of Mr. Belmont’s Xnrsery 8tud in Ken- 
tneky wlieu his days of racing art* over. I’ossibly it was this refle<*tl««i that iiiHnenced his owner when lie 
sold lUa-k Sand to the syndicate organized in France by M. Cheri Halliroun. Aside from the St. Ix*ger the 
most imiiortaiit otlier races won by onr liorses were Flint Rock’s Molecomh Stakes at Goodwood, in wbieh 
b«- defeatml tlie crack two-year-old Cragauour at even weiglits; the Peter Pan— Dazzling filly’s Holiday 
Sisikes at Saiidowu Park; Oiitram’s Brighton Handicap at Brighton; Meeting House’s Astley Stakes at 
Ix,'wes; Election’s Elior Handicap at York; Flint Rock’s Tattcrsail Sale Stakes at Doncaster ami Select- 
man 8 August Handicap at Gatwick. Altiigether In the coursi* of the two months American-br«*<l horses 
won thirty-seven races, besides being placed second or third iu many more. When the Manchester Novem-

MISSION WINS THE BOWIE 

ROCK SAND FILLY CARRIES BELMONT’S 
COLORS TO YICTORY IN LONG RACE. 

Sotemia, Favorite for the Race, Becaiue vt Her 
Kentucky Endurance Stakes Victory, Is Beaten 
a Nose— Pimlico Meeting Eads. 



Baltiiumrc, Md., November 12. — The Bowie, one of 
the famous old stakes recently reviv^ by the 
Maryland Jockey Chib, was the feature of the 
closing day’s program at Pimlico. It was a handi- 
cap at two miles and it fumlsh«*d a stirring oonteat, 
iu which Aiigpist Belmont’s Mission beat Sotemia 
a nose after the pair bad ractxl bead and head 
throughout the last half mile. Misshm was ridden 
liy A. Fergnson. while FL Martin had the nkaont on 
Sotemia. iu the opinion of a majority of those 
who witnessed the race, Sotemia was best. Martin’s 
finish was none too strong, while little Fergnsim 
was as busy as a bee on Mission all through the 
homestretch. The pace was slow from the start 
and, after they had gone half a mile, Ferguson sent 
Mission into the lead and she rat^ along under 
restraint for the next mile. When challenged, she 
went on gamely. The time, 3:28%, was a trifle 
slow, considering that the track was fast. After 
the finish Neoskalei-ta dro|ipe<l deail. This marc 
was brought over from Xew York by her owner. 
J. R. Marquette. Jr., and arrlv«*d this morning. It 
was her first start for some time. 

In the following race, a consolation steeplechase. 
Black Bridge fell at the third fence and InxAe ooe 
of his bind legs above the book. He was puiled 
out of tlie way of the others and after the finish 
was destroyed. The race proved easy for Bello, 
which indnlged Shannon River with the lead until 
the last quarter, tlM-n moved up fast and, taking the 
lead going to the last fence, easily disposed of her 
opiHisition. 

B«‘som made his re-appoarance after an ahaenco 
of several months and won the second race in easy 
fashion after making most of his own pace. The 
oiM*itiug <lash fiiruisbe*! a driving finish. M which 
Goldy came from liehind to heat Syosset half a 
length. 

The Oa-ners’ Hamlicap went to Guy Fisher, which 
came fnmi lieblnd in the stretch to win going away 
by a length and a half from Bwana Tumbo. fhe 
latter made the pace to the eighth post, then began 
to tire. 

William Midgley arrived from Kentucky this 
morning and reported that he bad simceeded in se 
enring all the yearlings he went after for the sub 
scribers to the Piping Rock race to be run next 
year. Arrangements have b**en made to ship the 
lot to Belmont I’ark and the drawing will he held 
some time tills month at the Piping Rock clubhouse 
on Long Island. 

Jockey James Butwell ttxlay signed a contract to 
ride for Ral Parr next season. The contract calls 
for a retaining fee of $300 per month. Bntwell 
will ride all the burses under the care of William 
Garth, who trains for Colonel Parr.
